Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Discussed Davis as teaching separating iron impurity from titanyl sulfate whereas 
instant claim 1. step c separates titanyl sulfate from the leach liquor and that the taught separation of iron from titanvl 
sulfate is not seen as different from the claimed separation of titanyl sulfate because in Davis when the iron is 
separated from the titanvl sulfate what is left is a purified titanvl sulfate which is then hydrolvzed which is the same as 
instantly claimed .
